This action placed the people of 
the nine East Bay cities in the 
water business with a gross an- 
nual income of $4,500,000 a. year. 
The consummatign of the deal 
marked the eenctusion bf more 
than ten years of community ef- 
fort toward the development of the 
new water supply and the acqui- 
sition of a municipal distribution 
plant. The Utility district is now} 
in active control, operatng red 
water business with headquarters ! 
at the Sixteenth street building, 
but offices will also be maintained 
temporarily at the old headquar- 
ters in the Ray Building. — 

By the terms of sale the East 
Bay Utility district becomes che 
owner of all the properties of the 
East Bay Water company, inclid- 
ing 42,000 acres of land, 1400 mi!¢s 
of pipe, three large reservéirs— 
San Pablo, San Leandro and (na 
bot, numerous smaller reservoirs, 
pumping plants and all buildings, 
including the office building on 
Sixteenth “street.
